It is the highest honor and greatest privi- 
lege, and may I add, the most solemn 
responsibility of every Christian to en- 
deavor to save the 
lost. Do you re- 
member, when 
first you were 
saved, how eager 
+ you were, how un- 
1 ashamed you were, 
when rising from 
an altar of prayer 
with eyes glimmer- 
ing with tears, you 
said to the au- 
dience, “‘Jesus has 
saved me”? Do you 
not also remember that urgent, impell- 
ing love within that made it easy to say 
to your unsaved brother, sister, friend, 
or perhaps your parents: “I want you to 
seek the Lord. He is so real to me. All my 
burdens are gone. I feel so happy. Won’t 
you come with me to the altar?” I know 
you can remember—yes, you will never 
forget. Praise God for that heavenly 
feeling that flooded your soul and my 
soul as we did our first soul-saving 
work! 

God has designed that men_ should 
preach His gospel—to tell others about 
His salvation, while others tell still others, 
until the message should reach around 
the world during all the many centuries. 
My heart is yearning to see thousands— 
yes, millions brought to God. The lost 
are lost eternally unless they can be 
saved. It is our privilege to help them— 
yes, our privilege—and not only our 
privilege but our duty, our responsibility. 

Like the woman who lost the money 
and searched and searched until she 
found it, not content with all the mon- 
ey which she had not lost, our Lord is 
not content with just those who are now 
saved to be saved but would send us out 
to seek and save others that are lost. 
(Notice that the lost money did not lose 
its value because it was lost. It was still 
precious to the owner.) Then again we 
think of the shepherd who had one hun- 
dred sheep and lost one. He could not be 
content without the lost sheep. The 
ninety-nine safe ones were not enough. 
It was his sheep that was lost. He must 
go through the valleys, up steep, craggy 
mountain peaks, through the thorns and 
out among the dangerous wild beasts to 
rescue his sheep. Yes, he sought until

he found it! 

Praise God for His interest in the lost. 
Someone has said that the lost sheep was 
an ugly one that wouldn’t stay up with 
the other sheep. Others added that it was 
an old black sheep. But when I think of 
it, I know that that black, lost sheep was 
I, and my loving Savior kept seeking un- 
til He found me. Praise God, I’m so glad 
He found me, put His arms around me, 
and brought me to the fold. 


You know, it is too easy, it seems, for 
some church members to judge and criti- 
cize someone who has less power to stand 
during temptations. Even some preachers 
too often make the remark “So and so is 
not Church of God material.” Are we to 
be old hard, church lumber-graders, or 
are we to remember that the lost every- 
where are to be saved and that the 
saved, though uninstructed, many times 
need the wise, loving counsel and care 
of the church. If they are expected to 
reach the highest attainable standard be- 
fore they are received into the church, 
pray tell me, what is the church for? 
What benefit is it to the members? Surely 
people genuinely converted should be 
taken into the care of the church to be 
patiently and kindly instructed and as- 
sisted to reach the higher standard. 


But I fancy I hear some say, “We are 
evangelical. Our church believes it is all 
right to have revivals.” But it is not 
enough to be evangelical and believe it 
is all right to have revivals; we must 
be evangelistic and pray, believe God, and 
work until a revival breaks out that the 
devil cannot stop. While the ritualistic 
and evangelical churches are singing, 
“Hold the fort for I am coming,” we 
must catch a gleam of glory, the fire 
of evangelism and blitzkrieg the devil, 
singing “Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
and not only sing but really “Storm the 
fort (of the enemy) for God is leading.” 

The evangelist and pastor should work 
together in every way to create or rather 
develop this great spirit of enthusiasm 
among all the members of the Church. 
Then, each member should feel the bur- 
den personally and do his very best to 
help rescue the lost. It has been said that 
evangelism is fishing by a net. Personal 
soul-winning is fishing with a single 
hook. Are you fishing at all for souls? 
Possibly you are sitting back in the 
shade, watching the others at work. Too 
often from the shade the on-lookers find 
it convenient to criticize; but if they 
would try fishing in earnest, they would 
understand and sympathize with and ap- 


preciate the struggling fishermen—the 
real soul-winners. 

Jesus, our example, won most of His 
followers by personal effort! Let us not 
take the position “that old John Jones, 
the noted sinner of our town, has heard 
the gospel, and there is nothing to him 
anyway.” Remember that when Jesus 
went out to look for followers, He saw 
good in all those whom He met. No 
doubt, many would have thought, “Mas- 
ter, you don’t need that public official 
who takes the people’s money.” But Je- 
sus said, “Matthew, follow me, you write 
well. I want you to write my first gos- 
pel.” Others could easily have criticized 
when Peter, James and John were called, 
by saying, ““We don’t want those fisher- 
men.” But Jesus saw those working, 
those industrious men, and said to them, 
“Leave your nets, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” Someone better ac- 
quainted with Peter might have said, 
“But, Jesus, you don’t know this man 
Peter. He is so quick to speak, so 
changeable.” Ah! but Jesus could an- 
swer, “Why, this is my ‘rock-man,’ the 
one that is to preach the first memorable 
sermon after the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Jesus could always see diamonds in the 
rough; for example, in Mary (in whom 
were seven devils) He saw the one who 
would deliver the first resurrection mes- 
sage. Paul, at one time the great perse- 
cutor of the Christians, on his way to 
arrest, accuse, imprison and kill the fol- 
lowers of Jesus at one place, was seen 
and arrested by Christ. Paul really had a 
sunstroke from heaven. The one-time 
enemy of the Christians was himself con- 
demned, then was pardoned and commis- 
sioned to fight on the opposite side from 
what he had been fighting. Isn’t it won- 
derful how God captures those fighting 
against Him, and puts them in the ranks 
to fight for Him? 

Let us therefore, everyone, always be 
on the lookout to win the souls of those 
from every rank of life. The commission 
is to every Christian, laymen as well as 
ministers, to go and bring forth fruit. 
John 15:16.

MUGH has been said at different times 
about people being “churchy.” This. per- 
haps, is because people express their admira- 
tion for God’s Church.

Abusing and accusing, faultfinding and criticizing never 
helped any organization come to perfection. It is the patient 
work of those, who, according to God’s Word, have made a 
study of the needs of his church and are willing to do what 
they can in helping to bring it to perfection, that will really 
be worth while as pastor and teachers to guide her through 


to her final triumph. 


THOSE who have travelled extensively 

in different countries, are always glad 

when they return to the United States. There is a freedom here 
such as is not found in any other country in the world. True 
there are several democracies that still grant the rights of re- 

ligious worship, but there are those even whose laws grant the 
right that fail to comply with them. The present World War 
has things in a terrible mix-up. The very spirit of the citizens 
of the United States is against the spirit of Nazism and the 
despotic dictatorial rule of Hitler, and in the support of our 
government for Great Britain in her fight against Nazism we 
have become allied with a country whose religion is Commun- 
ism and while it may be true that Nazism is a deadly foe to 
Christianity, Communism has by no means become converted 
to Christianity. And while Christianity has not been able to 
convert Communism, neither has the true spirit of religious 
freedom been able to cope with 
the great hierarchies of religion 
which would themselves become 
dictators to men’s conscience and 
force them into one religious be- 
lef channel.

The government of Haiti has 
taken such a stand, and even 
though thousands of dollars have 
been poured into that republic to 
help underprivileged natives who 
have given their hearts to God, 
and 15,000 Haitians have been 
converted to our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Haitian government 
has now closed the doors of all 
our churches. But we are still 
basking here in the sunlight of 
religious freedom, and the Gen- 
eral Overseer of the Church of God throughout the world has 
made a proclamation, setting aside September 28 as special 
prayer day, that we here may pray for them there, that we 
may exercise this God-given right in prayer as well as in fi- 
nance to help our poor, unfortunate, dark-skinned brothers 
and sisters across the waters.

We often hear young Christians say, 
“Pray that I will hold out faithfully.” 
We know God requires faithfulness unto 
the end. No wonder we have a fear of 
not holding out when trials seem espe- 
cially hard. There is a possibility that our 
faith could fail. I am glad we can find 
an answer to all our problems in the 
Bible, if we search carefully. I recall one 
very hard test in my early Christian life. 
I was wondering if I would be able to 
“hold out” in such a great test. I believe 
God has given us an answer in His Book 
for every situation. We do not have to 
wait until it is revealed from heaven. We 
just need to know the truth. I found my 
answer in 2 Peter 4:2, “Beloved, think 
it not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, but rejoice inas- 
much as ye are partakers of Christ’s suf- 
fering, that when his glory is revealed 
ye may be glad, with exceeding joy.” 
Such peace and comfort came into my 
heart, that I forgot my little trial that 
had seemed so great. In the revelation of 
this answer, coming like a winged mes- 
senger from heaven, my little suffering 
seemed just a privilege, a cause to re- 
joice. I thought of Christ’s suffering for 
me, and I will have a part in His glory, 
when it is revealed. With this thought in 
mind we can go forward to greater 
heights. 

Just before Jesus was betrayed, He told 
Peter that Satan desired to sift him as 
wheat, but added that He would pray 
that his faith would not fail. 

A little later Satan did just that, sifted 
him as wheat. Yes, at the very time when 
his faith seemed zero, one of God’s holi- 
ness preachers was sifted so severely he 
even denied the Lord. He just couldn’t 
hold out. He must have forgotten that 
Jesus said He would pray that his faith 
would not fail. A preacher who, a short 
time since, was preaching the gospel, 
healing the sick, casting out devils, now 
failed in a moment of trial. 

It is too sad when some toil-weary sol- 
dier is about to give up, some one is 
ready to say, “I didn’t think he would 
hold out.” I find there are three ways 
to hold—hold out, hold in, and hold on. 
If we hold on by faith, we will be able 
to hold out. Then holding in will come 
easy. 

Have you ever seen wheat sifted? I 
have watched the bundles of grain as the 
farmers fed them to the big hungry ma- 
chine. It cut and tore the bundles, and 
shoved them into some winding knives, 
then it was shaken and separated from 
the chaff, the sifting began. If you 
think you have ever been sifted just a 
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little bit, you should see what happens 
then. The wheat finally goes through a 
sieve and comes out through a pipe. The 
chaff comes out at a different place. 
There is no danger of their uniting again. 
That is just a preparation for sifting. 
When the wheat goes to the flour mill, 
it is ground, then ground finer and finer. 
The husks are sifted out; the sifting 
goes on, and on until the tiniest particles 
are sifted. Finally the flour goes through 
a fine cloth and comes out fine and white. 


If Jesus meant this kind of sifting, I’m 
afraid many of us have not even reached 
the flour mill. 

Young Christians, Satan still wants 
to sift people. It will be very hard to 
stand the sifting. At times you may be 
tempted to say, “I just can’t hold out. 
This sifting is more than I can bear.” 

You may one day be able to look back 
on these days of “sifting” and say, “I 
didn’t know I was so weak. Thank God 
for those trials, and that He thought me 
worthy to suffer a little with Christ. 
Why this victory! the faith that over- 
comes the world! When His glory is re- 
vealed I will rejoice. Yes! and some day 
I will reign with Him.” Hallelujah!

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Comfort Ye My People

“Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, 
saith your God.” 

God is “the Father of mercies and the 
God of all comfort” (2 Cor. 1), and it 
is His will that His people should be 
comforted and not distracted; this is 
the commission He has given to His 
servants. This comfort is not exactly 
that which a mother gives her sick 
or tired child, soothing it to forgetful 
slumber; it is more than that, it is en- 
couragement for the discouraged, 
strength for the weak, and restoration 
for the fainting, it fills the soul with 
the bouyancy of hope, for it flows from 
the knowledge of God who is “the God 
of hope” and “the God of patience and 
consolation” (Rom. 15:5). 


Our chapter has Jerusalem and the 
Jews in view at the time when the great 
tribulation through which they are yet 
to pass for the rejection of their Mes- 
siah is drawing to its close. The heart of 
that ancient city is to hear the com- 
forting news that her great iniquity is 
pardoned, and that God, even her God, 
who had never forgotten her during all 
the years that the Gentiles had trodden 
her underfoot, is about to deliver her 
from their power and right every wrong 
and make every crooked thing straight. 

The Christian church is not Israel, and 
we shall not pass through “the great 
tribulation” which is ‘“‘Jacob’s trouble” 
(Jer. 30:7). We shall be in the glory 
with Christ when that hour comes upon 
them that dwell on the earth, yet we 
shall not escape tribulation. ‘In the 
world ye shall have tribulation” were 
among the last words of the Lord to 
His disciples before He suffered for us; 
but they were not to be cast down be- 
cause of that, for He added, “But be of 
good cheer; I have overcome the world” 
(John 16:33). Thus He comforted 
them and us. 

All true comfort flows from the true 
knowledge of God. He has revealed Him- 
self to us in Christ in the New Testa- 
ment in the fullness of His love. This 
was not possible in the days of the 
Prophets, yet the fuller revelation does 
not cancel what went before; what He 
was then abides, He is the same, and 
“whatsoever things were written afore- 
time were written for our learning, that 
we through patience and comfort of the 
Scriptures might have hope” (Rom. 15: 
4). 

The first view we have of God in our 
chapter is as the pardoning God—‘her 
iniquity is pardoned” (vs. 2), and in 
the knowledge of God in this character 
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lies the basis of all comfort; apart from 
this sinful men would have neither hope 
nor comfort in time or eternity; but 
“David also describeth the blessedness of 
the man * * whose iniquities are for- 
given, and whose sins are covered” 
(Rom. 4:6, 7). This blessedness is ours 
who have believed. Our God is greater 
than our sins; and where sin abounded 
His grace has much more abounded. He 
is a just God and yet a Savior. Eternal 
praise be to our Lord Jesus Christ “‘in 
whom we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, according 
to the riches of his grace” (Eph. 1:7). 


Our sins being pardoned we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ 
—Yes, peace with God in a world of 
strife; peace though beset on every hand 
with war and rumors of war! And not 
only peace in the present but the future 
is also bound up with this priceless boon, 
we are forgiven that we might have in- 
heritance among them that are sancti- 
fied (Acts 26:18). And in this we have 
God’s giving, which is exceeding abun- 
dantly above all we ask or think. 


This first of all our blessings binds 
us to God with an eternal gratitude, 
but it also gives us a deep interest in His 
interests and in the inheritance that is 
ours. We are heirs of God and joint heirs 
with Christ and we cannot be indiffer- 
ent to the condition in which the inher- 
itance is. This world is part of it and it 
seems to be hopelessly wrecked by sin, 
and Satan seems to be in full possession 
though it belongs to the Lord. The coun- 
sels of evil men seem to prevail; they 
carry out their infamous plans without 
regard to God or man; violence, oppres- 
sion and treachery wax bolder and ap- 
pear to be triumphant, and the chil- 
dren of God, who are the heirs of the 
inheritance, are the first to suffer. The 
whole creation groaneth, and we our- 
selves groan within ourselves as we view 
the scene. Moreover for nearly two thou- 
sands years the cry has been going up 
to God “Thy kingdom come, thy will 
be done on earth as it is in heaven,” and 
has received no answer as yet. Is there 
comfort and hope for God’s people in 
view of all this? Is there any rest for 
troubled and anxious hearts? 

Yes, verily, there is; our chapter tells 
us that “the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it to- 
gether” (vs. 5). Then the crooked place 
shall be made straight, and the rough 
places plain, the high mountains of 
man’s pride shall be brought low, and 
those who have been as the lowly val- 


leys shall be exalted. But how do we 
know this and what guarantee have we 
that it shall come to pass? “The mouth 
of the Lord hath spoken it.” We rest in 
the immutable Word of God. Herein is 
our comfort and hope. “The Word of 
the Lord shall stand for ever.” Not one 
jot or tittle of His Word shall fail. God 
will be faithful to His spoken Word and 
we who believe wait with patience for its 
fulfillment. “Comfort ye, comfort ye, 
my people, saith your God.” How shall 
we do that? By turning them afresh to 
the Word of God in its absolute reliabil- 
ity. 

But who will bring to pass the will of 
God on earth? That is the question in- 
volved in the cry “All flesh is grass, and 
all the goodliness thereof is as the flower 
of the field” (vs. 6). Men cannot do it; 
the best of men will fail. There have 
been great men in the past in whom the 
people trusted; they were but the flow- 
er of the summer cornfield, their influ- 
ence was short-lived; they came and 
went and left the world no better than 
they found it. The great men of our 
day are no better than their forerun- 
ners; they may talk of building a better 
world when this war has been won by 
the Democracies. It is vain talk. “The 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth” (vs. 
8.) There is no permanence in the 
achievements of men, because God is . 
left out of their schemes. They will not 
surrender the kingdoms of the world to 
God and His Christ. The man who pro- 
posed to do it would be in a hopeless mi- 
nority, so the Spirit of the Lord bloweth 
upon their endeavors, “Surely the people 
is grass.” 


To whom then shall we look? The an- 
swer is given in verse 9. There shall be 
good tidings for Jerusalem in the day 
of her great trouble, and there is com- 
fort for us in these sad days. It lies in 
the cry, “Behold your God” (vs. 9). 
Turn away from all flesh, which is 
grass; abandon all confidence in men 
who fade like the flower of the field and 
look to God. “Behold, the Lord God 
will come with strong hand, and his arm 
shall rule for him: behold, his reward 
is with Him, and his work before Him” 
(vs. 10). Every evil power shall be 
swept from His path in the day of His 
vengeance against wicked men. “Ven- 
geance is mine, I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” 

“Behold your God.” He is the mighty 
God, the Creator, supreme over all. He 
“hath measured the waters in the hol- 
low of his hand, and meted out heaven 
with the span and comprehend the dust 
of the earth in a measure, and weighed 
the mountains in scales, and the hills in a 
balance.” ‘“‘Behold, the nations are as a 
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Overcoming 

“He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son.” 

To overcome means to conquer, to 
defeat, surmount, to get the victory. 

To overcome means all, to be over- 
come means all is lost. 

Victory is not the size of the dog in 
the fight, but it’s 
the size of the 
fight in the dog. 


Paul tells us ex- 
actly how to over- 
come. Rom. 12:21, 
“Be not overcome 
of evil, but over- 
come evil with 
good.” Good has 
» one enemy; namely, 
EVIL. Evil has two 
enemies; GOOD 
and itself. 





I heard of a can- 
didate for congress losing: four months 
and twenty-three days, six acres of cot- 
ton, twenty acres of corn, six sheep, nine 
goats, two beeves, one hog, and two 
front teeth in a personal skirmish elec- 
tioneering. He also gave away six pairs 
of socks, twenty-three Sunday school 
books, seventeen dolls and one hundred 
and twenty-nine baby rattlers. He said 
he told two thousand yarns, (his oppon- 
ents said were lies), shook hands with 
thirty thousand people, kissed four hun- 
dred babies, preached two sermons, and 
many more things, then lost out; WAS 
OVERCOME BY HIS OPPONENT. 
This was a great loss, but this is only a 
drop in the bucket compared to the loss 
of those who fail to overcome sin. 

WE HAVE A SUBTLE OPPONENT, 
he will surely take the advantage 
through his many devices if possible. BE 
NOT IGNORANT. It will take striv- 
ing HARD, REGULARLY, and LAW- 
FULLY to be crowned as an overcom- 
er. 

There are very many things to over- 
come, such as the world, persecution, ad- 
versity, etc., but about the worst one is 
OLD SELF. Luther said he feared self 
more than the Pope. 

In your conquering conquer self; till 
you do you are but a slave. 

Self is what you are WHEN YOU 
THINK NOBODY SEES YOU. A good 
Christian is compelled to take a punch 
at self often. See 1 Cor. 9:27 (margin). 

A retiring usher (initiating successor) 
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said to him, “There are some fine Chris- 
tians here till you show someone else their 
pew.” 

Overcome evil with good. We are good 
as we are God-possessed, then we KNOW 
THE OLD MAN (SELF) IS DEAD. 
(THE OLD WO-MAN ALSO.) 

FAITH IS SOMETHING GOOD. 
This is the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith. Faith is that pre- 
cious virtue that sees by the ears. Yes, 
faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the Word of God.

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Question: In Matt. 25:30 we have 
these words, “And cast ye the unprofit- 
able servant into outer darkness: there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth.”

Answer: This verse is the final one of 
a parable which was spoken by our Lord 
and is designed to show the blessings 
that shall come upon those who have 
given themselves over into the hands 
of God and are using their talents in His 
service, compared with the judgment 
that shall come to those who fail to use 
themselves and what God has given them 
for the cause of righteousness. Outer 
darkness is that place which is apart 
from all good. Weymouth translates this 
verse thus: “Throw the good for nothing 
servant into the darkness outside; there 
men will wail and gnash their teeth.” 
The contrast as is drawn in this parable 
is also shown in Rev. 22:14, 15, “Blessed 
are they that do his commandments, that 
they may have right to the tree of life, 
and may enter in through the gates into 
the city. For without are dogs, and sor- 
cerers, and whoremongers, and murder- 
ers, and idolaters, and whosoever loveth 
and maketh a lie.” There are only two 
places for people to go. One is the place 
where they are blessed, a place of eternal 
joy, bliss and happiness. The other is 
without or on the outside where all who 
are evil will ultimately find themselves. 

Question: Will you please explain 1 
Cor. 5:5 and 1 Tim. 1:20? Do we un- 
derstand these scriptures to teach excom- 
munication? and what is meant by the 
destruction of the flesha—F. C. W. 

Answer: Both of these scriptures cer- 
tainly teach excommunication. In the 
first verse of the fifth chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians, Paul tells the church of a very 
bad crime that has been committed 
among them. In the second verse he says 
that they are puffed up and have not 
mourned as they should have. In the 
fifth verse he gives them command to 
deliver this one to Satan for the de- 
struction of the flesh. Since it is the 
flesh that exalts one, and those who are 
doing wrong will never see themselves 
unless their haughty spirits are broken, 
Paul literally says, “Turn this man over 
to Satan that he be broken in spirit, or 
be humbled, so that in such destruction 
his soul may be saved.”

The Evangel contest for the past year 
was a great success. More than three 
thousand subscribers were added to our 
subscription list.

The laws of Mexico do not permit 
one of foreign birth, not even a Mexican, 
to hold any official position there. In 
fact, ninety per cent of all employees 
must be Mexican. So it was that, when 
we began to organize for the Church of 
God in Mexico, we found it necessary in 
order to protect ourselves and the work 
and to carry through the many legal mat- 
ters with the Government essential to 
such a work, to find a man, native born, 
whom we could place at the head of our 
work in Mexico. 

That would be easy, for there are 
plenty of workers in Mexico who would 
be glad of the honor of holding such a 
position. But he must be more than na- 
tive born. He must be capable in busi- 
ness judgment, in managing the affairs 
of the Church. He must be recognized 
and have the respect of the Mexican peo- 
ple as a good preacher, a man of clean 
reputation, and one whom they re- 
spect as a leader. Perhaps most impor- 
tant of all, he must be loyal to the 
Church of God, to us and to the trust in- 
vested in him. We prayed earnestly, and 
God showed us that we had the man for 
the place. 

David Arcos, whom many of you met 
at the Assembly, is thirty-one years of 
age, though he looks younger. He began 
his ministry immediately after conver- 
sion at the age of thirteen. There fol- 
lowed one of the most remarkable records 
of persecutions and victories for Christ 
that are to be found in the history of 
Christian pioneering. Many times he had 
knives and guns held to his body by an- 
gry Catholics and unbelievers. Driven 
from state to state and from village to 
village, by religious persecution, by sol- 
diers, and by city officials, he went ev- 
erywhere preaching the Word. 

Driven from the State of Guerrero, he 
went into the State of Vera Cruz. Here 
he asked God to open a door for him. 
Then he went into the street determined 
to pray for the first person he met. He 
encountered an old woman (called by the 
Mexicans an anciano-ancient or elder). 
She was all bent over with many years of 
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ing for years, but no man could heal her. 
He preached to her Christ until, with 
tears tracing the ancient furrows of her 
cheeks, she accepted the beloved Christ 
as her personal Redeemer. He then prayed 
for her and of course the compassionate 
One relieved her of her infirmity. He 
seems always to heal these people so read- 
ily, they have suffered so much, and Je- 
sus does care. And she published the

matter abroad and the sick began to 
come. Here began one of the most mi- 
raculous series of healing revivals found 
in any of our records of this latter rain 
outpouring. They thronged him with the 
lame, the halt and the blind and Jesus 
healed them all. They came by the hun- 
dreds and then by the thousands until he 
found little opportunity to sleep, and 
was forced to wear a doctor’s apron to 
protect his clothes. ‘‘For,” said they, “if 
we can but touch the hem of his gar- 
ment we will be healed,” and they came 
with great sores, seeking to rub them 
upon his clothing. And Jesus, seeing the 
multitude, was moved with compassion, 
for they were as sheep not having any 
shepherd, and He healed them. 


he went the revival spread. The doctors 
tried to have him put in jail, for he had 
all the business and they had none. At 
last news of these things reached the gov- 
ernor’s ears and he sent a telegram de- 
manding that Mr. Arcos appear before 
him. Here he was accused of many 
things, such as healing without a license. 
To which he replied, “If you can prove 
one case where I used medicine or other- 
wise broke your laws, I refuse not to go 
to jail; otherwise you must not stop me, 
for it is not I but Christ.” The govern- 
or had brought in a woman who had been 
crippled from birth, like the lame man 
at the gate. He charged Brother Arcos to 
heal her or go to jail for life. He said, 
“You are in my power and who can de- 


liver you?” David Arcos asked, “Is there’ 


any man in the world who can heal this 
woman?” 

The governor replied, “There is not 
to be found in all medical science one 
who can heal or even help this woman.” 

“Then,” said David Arcos, “why do 
you bring her to me?” 

“They tell me you claim to heal the 
lame and the blind,” said the governor, 
“I want to see what you can do.” 

“You said no man on earth can heal 
this woman,” said David, ‘“‘and you are 
right. Neither can I heal her. But there 
is One who can!” And he began to tell 
the woman, the governor, and all the 
numerous officials of the state gathered 
about, of the matchless love and power 
of our Christ. After preaching salvation 
to the woman in the hearing of them all, 
for a long time, he led her to Christ. Then 
he prayed and commanded her to rise 
in the name of Jesus. And the woman 
rose, leaping and shouting. 

The governor said, “This is a miracle 
of God.” 

The head of the medical department 
of the state said, “This is a phenomena, I 
will have to study it.” 

The outcome of it all was that the 
governor gave David Arcos a free hand 
in the state and some financial backing.

This young man came to us and said, 
“Here is your man.” He is working full 
time night and day for the Church of 
God and is overjoyed to find a_ people 
who will accept his love and loyalty and 
will love him and be loyal to him. In 
less than three months he has organized 
seven churches in the territory where his 
churches were taken from him. Most of 
the former followers have come with 
him. This is the young man who is today 
acting as our Mexican overseer in South- 
ern Mexico. Pray for him and for us as 
we expect to open scores of churches this 
year in Mexico. You may be sure that 
the devil is not sitting idly by and 
watching this conquest of Mexico with 
the gospel. But praise God, our weapons 
are not carnal but MIGHTY to the tear- 
ing down of strongholds.—Yours for a 
great year of evangelism in the Church 
of God throughout the world.

Listen to Paul’s address before Felix, 
Acts 24:2, 3, “Seeing that by thee we 
enjoy great quietness, and that very 
worthy deeds are done unto this nation 
by thy providence, we accept it always, 
and in all places, most noble Felix, with 
all thankfulness.” And then again before 
King Agrippa, “I think myself happy, 
king Agrippa, because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee . . .

When Paul was about 
to be bound and scourged, hear him as he 
asks, “Is it lawful for you to scourge a 
man that is a Roman uncondemned?”

drop of a bucket, and are counted as 
the small dust of the balance.” “All nua- 
tions, (totalitarian and democratic alike) 
before him are as nothing; and they are 
counted to him as less than nothing, 
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and vanity.” How great He is. He never 
wearies or faints. But herein lies our 
comfort, His heart is as tender toward 
His own people as His arm is strong in 
creation. Behold your God, ye fearful 
saints, and take fresh courage. “He shall 
feed his flock like a shepherd: He shall 
gather the lambs with his arm, and car- 
ry them in his bosom” (vs. 11). His 
arm upholds creation, but His bosom is 
the resting place for His lambs. 


And now we have no difficulty in 
identifying our God. I¢ is Jesus. “All 
things were made by him” (John 1:3), 
and He “upholds all things by the word 
of his power” (Heb. 1:3), and He is 
the good Shepherd that gave His life for 
the sheep. His love is as great as His 
power; and He has said, “J give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand” (John 10). The hand 
that upholds creation and smashed the 
power of death holds His sheep in ever- 
lasting security. How safe are all those 
who are gathered with His arm, and 
what comfort there is for them in His 
bosom! 


Let not one of those whom God calls 
“My people” say “My way is hid from 
the Lord, and my judgment is passed 
over from my God” (vs. 27). The ever- 
lasting God does not change, He careth 
for all His own and fainteth not. Even 
the very hairs of their heads are all 
numbered by Him. No detail of their 
lives is too small for His notice. He 
bears with their waywardness and frailty 
and wearies not. If- you feel your weak- 
ness and are brought to your wits’ end 
it is that you might prove what His 
power is. “He giveth power to the 
faint; and to them that have no might 
he increaseth strength.” Every resource 
that man has apart from God will fail. 
“Even the youths shall faint and be 
weary, and the young men shall utter- 
ly fall.” “But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; they 
shall mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary, and they 
shall walk, and not faint.” They shall 
rise on the strong wings of faith above 
the gloom of this world with its false 
hopes and sure disappointments and glory 
in the love of God which has given them 
a hope of which they shall never be 
ashamed (Rom. 5:5), they shall run the 
errands of the Lord, carrying messages 
of comfort to tried and troubled hearts, 
and not be weary (1 Thess. 1:8), and 
they shall walk worthy of God who hath 
called them unto His kingdom, and 
glory, and not faint (1 Thess. 2:12).

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“We shall be like him,” 1 John 3:2.
